Almost  1,000  veterans  had 
signed  a petition  asking  for  a 
raise  in  G.I.  Bill  education  al- 
lowances by  press  time  Wed- 
nesday, according  to  Bill  Wal- 
ton, Provo,  spokesman  for  the 
veterans  committee  which  drew 
up  the  petition. 

Petition-signing  booths  were 
to  be  open  through  Wednesday  i 
afternoon.
